‘An End to Police Brutality! 


OLICE brutality ran rampant in San Pedro 
last Thursday, and an JLA member, 
William Gregg, was shot dead on the flim- 
siest of excuses, by a San Pedro police 
officer named Reddings. 

A week before, police and deputy sheriffs 
in Alameda County displayed their animal- 
like ferocity toward .members of organ- 
ized labor, and nearly killed a member of 
the Cannery Workers Union, a California 
Conserving striker named Faustino Ortez. 

The San Pedro ILA membership was so 


thoroughly angered at the unprovoked 
murder of Gregg ‘that a 4-hour protest 


strike resulted. 

In the East Bay organized labor has or- 
ganized an Ortez Defense Committee, whose 
purpose goes beyond the Ortez case, in 
labor's determination to end, once and for 
all, police brutality against members of trade 
unions, particularly in strikes. 

With police and company thugs invariably 
whitewashed by the authorities, it has be- 
come only too evident that such concerted 
action against police brutality as undertaken 


in the East Bay Area is essential in all 
parts of the state. 
The conference of the East Bay com- 


mittee on June 13 deserves the support of 
all unions in that area, if trammeling of the 
unions rights is to be halted. 

The course of action by the East Bay, 
unions in the fight to end police brutality 
is one which can well be followed throughout 
the state. 

The outstanding lesson of the Gregg mur- 
der and of the Ortez case is that organized 
labor's own men in political office would pro- 
tect, and not brutally attack, members of or- 
ganized labor. Such would be the situation

ROBBING GOV'T IS CHARGED BY 


L.A. SENATOR 


Assemblyman Took 


Money, Says Sen. 
Olson 


SACRAMENTO-—Charges that 


a state assemblyman accepted a 
bribe from an oil company to 
support legislation were flung 
last week by Senator Olson of 
Los Angeles. 

The charge was immediately 
followed by senate and assem 
Oly resolutions asking Attorney 
General U. S. Webb to investi 
gate. 

Olson’s charge followed the 
passage of the Welsh oil bill, 
Which, if signed by Governor 
Merriam, would supersede the 
tideland drilling which he intro 4 
duced and which was passed 
earlier and signed by Merriam 

The Welch bill limits the lia- 
bility of the Standard Oi] Com 
pany to $505,000 for oil taken 
out of the state-owned tideland 
by drilling from the ocean bluf! 
at Huntington Beach. 

Standard Oil Benefited 

It further allows the state to 
make leases at a 20 per cent 
royalty to private concerns for 
driling the tidelands, whereas 
the Olson bill proposed _ that 
wells producing more than 200 
barrels a day would pay a 
thirtv per cent royalty.
